“INDIAN WATCHMAN ARRESTED. 


“i : 27th inst. 

There was some excitement caused yester- 
day morning in Messrs, Butterfield and Swire's 
shipyard, at Quarry Bay, when it was learned 
that a coolia who, it was alleged pad. been 
assaulted by an Indian watchman, bad died. 
Accordihg to‘the information received, it ap- 
peats that on the previous night a coolie, 
employed ‘by Lam Wo, contractor, commit- 
ted a nuisance on the foreshore at Quarry 
fay, and was sent away by the watchman. 
Yesterday moraing, the Indian on going his 
rounds logked into a matshed where several 
coolies were at work, Among them was the 
coolicin question. When the watchman open- 
ed the door of the matshed, the deceased 
coolic is reported to have asked the watchman :. 
“What are you looking. at?’ The watchman 
is-alleged to have replied: ‘At you!" and 
walking up to the coolie is alleged to have 
slapped his face. Whether the coolic retaliated 
or not, or whether n scuffle ensued does not 
transpire, but it is averred that the watchman 
"| kicked the coolie on the lefe'side, The coolie 
attempted to run away, and the watch: 
man seized hold of him again and kicked him 
on the lower part of the body. The Chinaman 
commenced to vomit and fell: to the ground. 
The unfortunate man died fifteen minutes 
afterwards. Inspector Robertson arrived on 
the scene, sent the body to the mortuary and 
arrested the Indian. This morning, before 
‘Mr. C. A, D. Melbourne, Horbay Rai, a watch- 
man of Quarry Bay, was charged with killing 
a coolie named Ng King, about thirty-one 
years of age, at..the shipyard, on the 26th 
instant, - Mr. H, J. Gardiner appeared for the 
accused. Inspector Robertson, of Shau-ki-wan,

It 
may wellbe that the same particularity as is 
required by statute in a prospectus of a com- 
pany, is not required inthe case of these no- 
tices; but the decisions of the Courts certainly 
show ‘a marked tendency to require much the 
same class of information. : 

The dona fides of the whole transaction was 
much irisisted on by the Counsel for the com- 
pany, The Court has no difficulty in assum- 
ing it, I do not remember any suggestion of 
mala fides, but only af injudicious action. In 
this connection there is ona point which ap- 
pears to have escapedattention. A great num-

is by these constantly enforced quarantine 
regulations which so seriously affect us at cer- 
tain times of the year through out the Far East, 
Before recommending the Government to subs- 
cribs to the Convention, it was, however, con- 
sidered advisable to -ascertain whether the 
Straits Government would also subscribe te it, 
as unless: they were prepared to do this many 
“of the advantages which we would derive under” 
the new Convention would be lost tous. On 
being approached, however, the Singapore 
Government was unwilling to accept the con- 
ditions of the Paris Convention and in this 
was supported by the focal Chamber of 
Commerce. Further negotiations are now 
being conducted between the two Colonies, In 
view of the fact that throughout the greater 
part of the year quarantine is enforced against 
Hongkong, the result, if we continue to work

YHE RELAUONS BLIWEEN 


JAPAN AND RUSSIA. ' 
DIPLOMATIC DELAYS. 


Although peace hag now been’ established | 
between Japan aud Russia it is regrettable to 
observe, remarks: the Mippon, that diplomatic 
relations between the Powers have not yet 
been restored to their’. former state, Mr. 
Motono, Japanese Minister to Russia, trans- 
ferred from France, has already arrived at St. 
he Russian Goverament accord- 
ed him @ most cordial reception, having dis- 
patched a special train to the frontier to re- 
ceive him. It.is a matter of much importance 
for Japan and Russia, at a time when the bitter 
experiences of the war are still vivid, that they 
should endeavour to resume their former re- 
lations of cordialily as sp:edily as possible. 
is rather curious that the Russian Minister lo 
Japan, whose appointment was licralded sever- 
al nionths aga, has nat yet left for his new post, 
but now that Japan’s representative has arrived 
in Russia the eis no doubt that the latter wilt 
apan her Minister with all possible 
‘he delay in’ the dispatch by Russia 
of her representative to Japan may in some 
measure be due to the unsettled state of affairs 
prevailing in Russia, though it is quite possible 
that there is some other season wh 
held accountable for the delay. 

Again, continues the Vifpor, with regard to 
the appointment .as her Minister to Japan of a 
diplomatic official in Bulgaria the good sense 
of Russia must be open to doubt. 
whose independence has come to be recognised 
by the Powers as a result of the Kusso-Turkish 
war of 1678, is comparatively an insignificant 
Power, and it is not surprising therefore that 
the transferto Japan of the ‘Russian Minister 
to. that country should be regarded by the 
Powers with adegree of surprise, The Japanese
